The  preceding  table  shows  that  six  cases  of  Typhoid  were  notified  in  the  month 
of  July.  The  occurrence  of  this  disease  in  any  community  in  this  Country  is  new  rare 
owing  to  modern  methods  of  sanitation.  The  disease  itself  is  so  dangerous  and  sc 


highly  infectious  that  the  steps  taken  to  check  the  activities  of  the  carrier  become 
the  concern  of  the  national  Press.  He  contracted  typhoid  in  Colombo  in  1929  and  was 
taken  ill  at  sea,  landed  at  Premantle,  Australia  and  spent  seven  weeks  in  Hospital 
there.  With  the  knowledge  available  at  that  time  it  was  presumed  that  he  had  been 
cured  and  was  no  longer  dangerous. 

Sight  persons  comprised  the  household  in  which  he  lived.  The  housewife  suffered 
a  surgical  operation  earlier  and  being  immobilised,  the  carrier  took  upon  himself 
some  of  the  domestic  duties,  including  the  preparation  of  food.  He  infected  six  of  the 
other  seven  residents,  the  seventh  only  being  home  from  the  Services  for  short  periods 
on  leave.  The  Services’  member  was  admiwred  to  a  Services’  Hospital  and  found  to  be 
free  from  infection;  the  ether  six  were  admitted  to  a  local  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  and  took  up  his  cuties  again  in  the  local  Military  Camp.  His  activities 
there  were  the  responsibility  cf  the  Military  Authorities  but  cn  the  occasion  of  a 
Beagles  Bald  he  was  found  to  be  acting  as  a  waiter  serving  drinks  and  undoubtedly  had 
access  tc  the  food  being  served  at  the  Bali.  A  Notice  was  served  on  him  to  discontinue 
his  employment  and  in  September,  1959 ,  he  accepted  my  advice,  submitted  himself  tc  an 
operation  for  the  removal  cf  his  gall  bladder  and  was  discharged  from  Hospital  free 
from  infection.  He  then  returned  to  full  employment.

Milk  Sampling o 

Forty-four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Inspectors  during  the  year  and 
submitted  for  examination.  Twenty— four  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  all 
satisfactory  but  this  was  not  the  case  with  regard  to  T.T.  milk  where  one  retailer 
with  premises  outside  the  District  and  holding  a  supplementary  licence  was  retailing 
milk  which  did  net  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  test.  He  was  warned  by  the  Council  and 
solved  his  difficulties  by  disposing  of  his  business.  The  biological  examination  of 
raw  milk  gave  negative  results  for  organisms  which  could  cause  brucellosis  or 
tuberculosis. 

Sixteen  further  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  PuDlic  Health 
Inspector  from  a  firm  supplying  schools  in  the  Urban  District.  All  the  samples 
complied  with  the  statutory  requirements. 

I  repeat  the  advise  a  give  annually^  the  only  safe  milk  to  drink  is  pasteurized 

milk.

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Refuse  Disposal* 


The  present  method  of  disposal  is  still  likely  to  cause  nuisance  and. more 
complaints  would  doubtless  have  been  received  but  for  the  Surveyor’s  valiant  efforts 
to  try  to  effect  disposal  without  having  proper  facilities.  The  cost  of  disposal  dn 
Warminster  is  approximately  60  per  cent  of  the  cost  in  comparison  with  similar  Urban 
Districts.  The  question  of  the  introduction  of  controlled  tipping  is  still  being 
disoussed  by  the  Council. 


Housing. 


Seventy-six  houses  were  erected  in  "The  Dene"  and  a  second  block  of  eighteen 
Flats  at  Alcook  Crest.  A  beginning  was  made  towards  forty-six  Houses  and  sixteen 
Flats  at  Westleigh. 

The  Council  has  now  erected  approximately  800  dwellings  in  the  Urban  District 
and  at  mid-year  there  were  about  350  names  on  the  waiting  list.  Since  the  demand 
for  houses  was  partially  satisfied,  a  start  was  made  towards  the  demolition,  of 
houses  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Council 
regarding  twenty  houses  and  four  Clearance  Areas  amounting  to  approximately  0.9  acres 
were  recommended.  The  Council  accepted  the  representations  and  Orders  were  made  in 
respect  of  four  areas 

i)  Bread  Street  Nos.  11,  27,  29,  31  and  Chapel  Street  No. 10. 

ii)  Brook  Street  Nos.  6,  6A,  7,  8,  9  and  10. 

iii)  Pound  Street  Nos.  41?  43,  45,  47,  49  and  51 • 

iv)  Pound  Street  Nos.  5,  7,  and  9* 


Objections  to  the  Orders  were  lodged  by  some  owners  and  a  Public  Enquiry  was 
held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government . 

The  Inspector’s  decision  was  that  the  Clearance  Areas  fell  within  the  terms  of 
Section  42  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  and  the  most  satisfactory  method. of  dealing  with 
the  condition  in  the  Areas  was  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  contained  therein. 

The  properties  have  been  demolished  and  the  tenants  re-housed.
